Prof. Newcomb is survived by the 


widow, a daughter of the' late Dr. 
Uaaslcr, surgeon, United States navy, 
and three daughters, Dr. Anita New- 
comb McGoc, o£ Washington, Mrs. 
Francos Wilson, of New -York, and 
Mrs. 
Edward Whitney, of New York. 


Probably the most noted American 


astronomical mathematician since the 
days of Benjamin Franklin, Prof. New- 
comb was recognized at the time of 
his death as one of tho world's great 
scientists. 
iSnce his retirement from 


the navy in 1897, where he had served 
as n. professor of mathematics since 
1861, 
he had devoted himself both to 


pure anil popular science. 


At the time pf his death he was 


either an honorary or corresponding 
member of every scientific, astronom- 
ical or mathematical society of the 
first rank In the world. 


In his 
capacity as professor of 


mathematics he contracted for and 
supervised 
the 
construction of the 


great telescope which is used today in 
the naval observatory at Washington 


He also assisted in equipping thp 


great Lick observatory in California 
From 1877 to 1897 he was director o 
the Nautical Almanac, a governmen 
publication 
famous 
throughout the 


world. 
. 
- • 


Started Life in Humble Capacity. 
Prof. Newcomb was born-in-Wal- 


lace, Nova Scotia, March 12, 1S35. He 
was the eldest son of a teacher of 
American 
descent whose ancestors 


settled In' Canada in 1871. He came to 
the United States in 1S53 and spent 
several years as a teacher in Mary- 


EXCUR- land. In 1857 he became a computer 


on the United States Nautical Alma- 
nac, and finally, as a result ot a series 
of promotions due to the remarkable 
ability that he displayed, was made 
superintendent, becoming one of the 
foremost savants in the world.. 


Today every astronomer in 
the 


world-uses Newcomh's determinations 
of the movements of the jjlanets and 
tte inoon; every eclipse Is computed 
according to Xewcornb's tables; every 
nautical almanac Is based on the de- 
terminations of the "Washington of- 
fice, aud the shipping of the civilized 
world is guided either by the Ameri- 
can Nautical Almanac or by epheme- 
rides based on Newcomb's work. 


In 1861 he was appointed professor 


of mathematics in the United States 
navy and transferred to "Washington. 
In 1S70 he was sent to observe a total 
eclipse of the sun, visible on the 
Mediterranean, and established a sta- 
tion at Gibraltar. 


Showered With Honor*. 


Prof. Newcomb's achievements have 


been recognized in majiy ways: Ley- 
den conferred doctor's degree In 1S75; 
Edinburgh, 1SS4: Heidelberg and Co- 
lumbia, 1886; Dublin and Padua. 1892: 
Princeton. 
1896. 
In 1874 be 
was 


awarded the gold medal of the Roya 
Astronomical society, and in 1878 the 
great gold Huygens medal of the Uni- 
versity of Leyden. which is given onl\ 
once In twenty years for the most Im- 
portant work in astronomy during tha 
period. He also received the Copley 
medal, ad the.Russian government or 
dered his portrait painted for the col 
lection of famous astronomers at Pul 
tova. In 1890. the czar presented him 
with a magnificent vase of japper on 
a marble pedestal. 


Recognized All Over Europe. 


In 1872 Prof. Newcomb was elected 


an associate o£ the .Royal Astronomical 
societv; in 1S74 corresponding member 
of the Institut de France; in 1877 for- 
eign member of the Royal Instltut'on 
of England: in 1895 one of the eight 
foreign associates of the Academy ot 
Sciences. Institut de France: In 1S9G 
an officer of the French Legion of 
Honor, and in 1897 was authorized by 
act of congress to receive this dis- 
tinguished decoration of the French re- 
public. In Harch, 1897, he was noti- 
fied of election as an honorary mem- 
ber 
of tho 
Imperial 
Academy of 


Sciences, St. Petersburg, and 
the 


award of the Schubert gold medal (900 
rubles) by the academy, this being tho 
third instance only of the giving of 
this prize. Japan has recognized his 
scientific work by official presenta- 
tion of a pair of exquisite bronze 
vases. 


Prof Newcorob was elected presi- 


dent of the American association for 
the Advancement of Science In 1877: 
vice president of the National Aca- 
demy of Science, 18S3-89; first presi- 
dent of the American Society for 
psychical Research: "was elected presi- 
dent of the Arnerlcan Mathematical 
society (1S96), and holds with one ex- 
ception honorary Qr corresponding po- 
sition In all of the official academies 
of science in Europe. 
In 1897 Prof. 


Newcomb was Invited by Johns Hop- 
kins university to sit for his portrait 
for the gallery of that Institution.

- "It is to make tho church so attrac- 
tive by reason of its social qualities, 
hy reason of offering an opportunity 
for physical exercise, for intellectual 
exercise, that those who arc members

Washington. July 12.—The govern- 


rtPiu has made public some rather 
surprising flsures In regard to the ex- 
tent 
of 
deforestization 
In Indiana. 


These statistics show that originally 
the forests o£ Indiana covered 19,520,- 
000 acres, or S5 per cent ol the total 
land area of the state, which is 22.- 
966,10(1 acres. 


The announcement proceeds to state 


that the government's estimate of the 
present forest area in Indiana is 4,- 
000.000 acres, which is only 17 per 
cent of the total land area. In other 
words, the "woodman's ax" has felled 
the forests on 15,520,000 acres of In- 
diana land. 


The bulletin also slates that 22,824- 


£27,000 feet of lumber have been cut 
In Indiana in that period beginning 
with 1SSO and ending with 1907. This 
is 3 per cent of all the lumber cut in 
the United States In that period. 


Cut Forests Too Fast. 


Speaking of the general destruction 


of forests throughout the country, the 
report says; 


''We are cuttinsr our forests threo 


times as fast as they arc growing. 
There is menace in the continuance of 
such conditions. While we might nev- 
er reach absolute timber exhaustion, 
the urestrlcted exploitation of our for- 
ests in the past has already had ser- 
ious effects and .it will . have much 
worse if It Is allowed to continue un- 
checked. 


"White pine, for example, which 


was once considered inexhaustible, has 
fallen ofC 70 per cent In cut since 1R90 
and more than 45 per cent since 1900. 
The cut of oak, our mpst valuable 
hardwood lumber, has 
decreased 1C 


per cent. The same story will be told 
of other woods If they are not con- 
served. 


"The 
fact that timber has been 


cheap and abundant has made us care- 
less of its production and reckless in 
Its use, as we take 250 cubic feet of 
wood per capita annually from our 
forests, while Germany uses only 37 
cubic feet and France but 25. On the 
other hand, Germany, who has learned 
Its lesson, makes its state forests pro- 
duce an average of 48 cubic fnet of 
wood per acre. We have as fast grow- 
ing species as Germany, or faster and 
as good or better forest soil if we pro- 
tect It."
